And therefoze all Conſtables and other Officers whom it doth oꝛ may concern, are required to take care foꝛ diſcovering 
and bzinging to Puniſhment Whoſoever ſhall oftend in the Premiſes : And foꝛ that end they are to enter into any ſuſpected 
Houſes befoze-mentioned, and into any Tavern, Inn, Ale-houſe, Tlictuailing houle, Coffee houſe, o2 other Tipling⸗ 
houſe, o2 Gaming-houſc, to ſearch foꝛ luch diſoꝛderly Perſons, as ſhall be found mil-behaving themiclves, tipling, o2 0- 
therwiſe doingcontrary to the ſaid Laws, ano tolevy the Penattics and cauſe the Ollenders to come befo2e tome of ins 
Majeſties Juſtices of the Peace of this City, to be dealt wit hal acco:bing to Law, | 


And Whereas the Streets and Common Paſſages, and all Places of Publick Meeting and Reſort, are erceedingiy peſter⸗ 

Bey.z115 and td and annoyed by Uagrants and Beggars, and that fo: ſuppreſſing aud avolding of that greateſt living Nuſance, eſpecial 
Vagtents. Reſolution is taken to put in execution againſt them the Good Laws in face with ali Str ctaeſs and Severity The ſaid 
Conſtables therefoze are charged and required to appꝛehend all Rogues, lagabends, and furty Beggars, that ſhall be 

found begging, vagrant, Wandzing, 02 mit oꝛdering themſelves with their reſpective Pariſhes and Peecinets; and ſuchof 

them as thalt appear tohave Dwellings 02 Abode Within the City 02 Liberties to carry to Brivewel, there tobe received and 

dealt withal acco2ding to Law, and others to puniſh and pals away from Par:th ts Pariſh the nert ire:ght way to the Pa- 

riſh where they Were boꝛn, if the lame may he known by the Parties Confeſſ'on oꝛ other wie oi it be not known, then to

And that the Dwellings ot all Conſtables may be known, and themſelves moꝛe reaviy found, they are fezthwith (which 
of late hath been neglected) to have their Staffs duly placed oꝛ fixed at their Street⸗Dooꝛs in open view of all Paſſengers; 
and themſclves to remain conſtantly at home, oꝛ leave ſome other fit and able Perſons to perfozm their Office in their Ab- 
ſence. And the leveral Wards and Pariſhes are without delay to pꝛovide ( where any are wanting) and to repair, and from 
time to time ſufficiently to maintain Cages, Stocks, Poſts,and other Inſtruments fo2 correcting andpuniſhing this ſozt 
of Offenders, as the Law requires, 


And moꝛcover, the two Marthals of this City are commanded (accoꝛding to the ancient exp:eſs Oꝛders of their place and 
Duty) to be on hoꝛſe back, and their Men, with the Beadles of the four Hoſpitals that hall be thereunto appointed, on foot. 
ſometimes with them, and lometimes without them, as occaſion ſhall require ; and to ride and walk about, and compats all 
the Streets, Lanes, Alleys, and Corners of the City and Liberties, every day, duly and diligently; and ſo diſpoſe and divide 
themſelves, t hat once every day they oꝛ ſome of them may ſurvey every Quarter ot the City And that, as they paſs though 
the Streets, they appꝛehend all Uagrants and wandzing Rogues ano Beggars, Men, women and Childꝛen, and carry them 
either to Bridewel,o2 to the Conſtable of the Place where they ſhall be appꝛehended, to be Whipped,conveyed and paſſed as t he caſe 
ſhall require and is befoze directed They are alſo to take notice of, and pꝛelent ſuchConftables as they iind remiſs and negugent 
of their Duty in this Derv.cc,to the end they may be pꝛolecuted and pumiſhed accoꝛding to Law. And fo2 their moꝛe readineſs 
herein, are to take Infoꝛmation from the Beadles of the Wards of the Names and Dwelling⸗ Places of every Conſte ble 
within their ſeveral Wards, and of each ones ſeveral Pꝛecinct that ſo they may find them eaſily upon all Occaſions, 


And the ſaid Marthals are tokeep an cract and true Note, in W2iting in a Book, of every Uagrant, wandzing Rogue, 
and Beggar, Which ſhall be appꝛehended by them, and delivered to any Conſtable, oꝛ carricd by them immediately to Bride 
wel, together with his Surname and Name of Baptiſm, and the Place of his oz her Birth, and if that cannot be found, 
the Place of his oꝛ her laſt Dwelling, oꝛ if there be no ſuch, then the Place where he oz ſhe laſt paſt thzough withont Coꝛre⸗ 
ction. 


Alſo the Poꝛter of Bridewel is to kecp a Book wherein he ſhall truly enter the Surname, Name of Baptiſm, Place of 
Birth, and other the Pꝛemiles of oꝛ concerning every ſuch Perſon Which ſhall be delivered into the Cuſtody of that lzoſpital. 


Likewiſe foꝛ the Health and Cleanlineſs of the City, all Pnhabitants, Houſholders, and others concerned, are warned 
and requiredto keep the Streets befoze their Houſes and Gꝛound duly paved and ſwept, and the Soil to be taken up and kept 
in Baskets, Tubs, o2 other Ueſſels, until the coming of the Raker, upon pain of Thꝛee ſhillings Four pence and not to 
th:ow oꝛ ſuffer any Alhes, Dirt, oꝛ other Filth tobe caſt out into the Streets befoze their own Ground oꝛ Houſes, upon 
pain of Five ſhillings; noꝛ befoze their Ne:ghbours, oꝛ any Church oꝛ Church-Pard, o2 other publick Place 02 Buitding, 92 
into any Common Dink, Uault, Water-courſe, oꝛ Sewer, upon pain of Twenty ſhillings; (being the reſpective Penalttes 
foꝛ every offence in thoſe ſeveral Caſes pzov:ded bya late Act of Parliament) And the Scavengers toſee the ſaid Streets ac- 
coꝛdingly [wept and cleanſed, oꝛ the Offenders pꝛolecuted and puniſhed, andthe Soil, Dirt and Nubb ch da ily taken up and 


carried away by the Bakers, as by the ſaid Act and ſeveral other Acts, O2ders, and late P2ecepts in that behalf yath 
been enjoined and directed, 


Moꝛcover, foꝛ the Common Satety and Peace of the City, and Convenience of all whoſe Affairs may occaſion them to 
travel o2 walk abzoad at ſeaſonable hours in the dark of the Evenings, all Jnhabitants are required duly to hang and keep 
out their Candle Light to the accuſtomed hour; ard the Conſtables to ſet and continue their Watches at ſuch times, andof 


luch numher of able Men, and in ſuch ſobcr and oꝛderly manner, and iu all other reſpects, as by Acts of Common Council in 
this behalf is directed and appointed. 


And foꝛaſmuch as the Franclyſcs and Liberties of this City art of late years much invaded and violated by F o2rciuers, 
Strangers, Aliens, and others taking upon them the Employment of Bꝛokers upon the Royal Exchange, London; His Lo2d-

And whereas complaints have been made, That divers Hackney Coath men do ſtand and remain in the Streets to be hired 
on the Loꝛds day, as alſo at all hours in the Night And that the lad Coachmen ( beſives that the ſame is in it felt a moſt 
irregular and diſoꝛderly practice) being frequently privy tomany Outrages and Ullames, committed in the Night, do 
help and aſſiſt the Actoꝛs therein and further their eicape, His Le29thip therefoze doth hereby frreightly charge and com⸗ 
mand all Conſtables within this City, and Livert'cs thercot with their reſpective Watches to letze the Coach and Hozſfes 
of all Hackney Coachmen whom they ſhall find ſtanding in any the Streets of this City on the Loꝛds day, and after ten of 
the Clock at Night, and immediately to carry, andimpound the lame in the G2een-yard, there to remain until his Lozdſhip 


(hall give oꝛder foꝛ their diſcharge. 


And his Loꝛdſhip doth declare, That he will not only deem it a good and acceptable ſervice in any, who trom good and honeſt 
Jntentions, ſhall bzing Complarnt oz Intoꝛmation of any the betoꝛe- mentioned oz other like Offences agamſt His Maje⸗ 
ſties Peace and the quiet Eſtate and Government of this City; but Will give all juſt Encouragement and Rewards alſo 
(where the Law directs) to ſuch honeſt and well-meaning Perſons as ſhall employ themſelves to this purpoſe foꝛ the Pub⸗ 


lick welfare. 


And to the end that no Conſtable oꝛ other Officers oꝛ Min*Fers of Juſtice, may be any ways diſcouraged in their lawful, 
diligent, and vigoꝛous P2oſecutton of the Pꝛemiſes Jt is provided, That if they oꝛ any of them ſhall be reſiſted in the juſt 
and lawful Execution ot their Charge and Duty, oꝛ in any Wiſe affronted oꝛ abuſed, they ſhall be encouraged, maintained, 
And vindicated by the Juſtice, Oꝛder and Authority of the Court of Aldermen, and the Offenders pꝛolecuted and puniſhed 


accoꝛding to Law.
